Have Been Killed 
In Iowa Blast 


Rubble Is Being 
Searched For More 
Explosion Victims 


SIOUX CITY, la., Dec. 16—(IP)— 


Amid a scene of ruin "just like the 
place had been bombed," workmen 


' and machines today dug through 


rubble where at least 16 persons 
perished In a violent explosion yes- 
terday. 


As sorrowing families of the 16 


Identified dead went about funeral 
preparations the search at the Swift 
and Co. packing plant continued 
lor three persons still missing. 


Nine of some 90 other persons 
injured remained In critical con- 
dition at hospitals. 


Leaking gas which had hamper- 


ed search operations was stopped 
last night 


Workmen who labored through- 
out the night 
under floodlights 
used blow torches- to melt away 
twisted, girders. 


The searchers were able to dis- 
card their gas masks after am- 
monia fumes 
from 
the plants 
shattered 
refrigeration 
system 


were cut off at their source, 


the blast rocked' the building 
shortly before the noon hour yes- 
terday. There were about 1,000 
persons in the building.

Legal Tangle Hay 
Delay Decision 
On Fate Of Ray 


AUSTIN, Dec. 15.—UP)—A legal 


tangle developed yesterday which 
may cause long delay in final de- 
cision of the fate of William R. 
Ray, soldier convicted of raping a 
9-year-old Fort Wroth girl. 


Arguments In the court of crim- 


inal appeals centered on whether 
that court now has, or has ever 
had,, proper authority to consider 
the appeal brought by Ray after a 
jury returned a death verdict. 
The legal controversy arose after 


the appeals court previously had 
affirmed the death sentence and 
the trial court then learned It had 
never entered a Judgment in the 
case. 
Trial Judge A, P. Mays of Cor- 


slcana', -where the cose had been 
transferred from Tarrant county, 
attempted to set things straight by 
entering a tardy judgment nunc 
pro tune. (A latin term 
meaning 


"now for then,") 
H. S. Beard of Waco, attorney tor 
Ray, contended yesterday that the 
trial .court had ho right,.to enter 
BucheMudgment becauseltMfc' case 
had *:vc%he>.pn *temts9W|pby the 
ppeals court. He thought—but was 
lot positive—that the only rem- 
dy wopld be for the appeals court 
o dismiss the case. That, he said, 
rould pave the way for the lower 
ourt to enter judgment on which 
an appeal by Ray could be based. 


Al Clyde, former Tarrent coun- 
y district attorney who prosecut- 
d Ray, argued that the case is 
now rightly before the 
appeals 


ourt since the delayed judgment 
was entered.

Texans Continue 
Court Fight On 
Acreage Quotas 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Iff")— 
Ten Texans, trying to block en- 
forcement of the cotton acreage 
allotment law, will not 
slacken 
their court fight, their 
attorney 
says. 


Even though proposals for chan- 
ges in the program have been ad- 
vanced, William H. Shireman, Cor- 
pus Christ!, Texas, said yesterday 
the coastal bend growers will press 
their 
case 
against 
Secretary 
Charles Brannan and other top ag- 
riculture department officials. 
The Texas lawyer filed a suit 
here Monday in U. S. District court. 
Also on last Monday a House ag- 
riculture 'subcommittee discussed 
the cotton acreage problem and 
drafted amendments to the law. 
Chairman Cooley {D-NC) of/ the 
full committee expressed hope Con- 
gress would approve the changes 
quickly in January. 
"The 
proposed changes would 
give the coastal bend counties of 
Texas substantially more acreage 
than they seek through', court ac- 
tion" Shireman told a 
reporter. 
"However the changes at this 
stage are only proposals, and until 
they are set forth In the law we 
will prosecute our case. 
"Many things could happen, such 
aa a fight over the FEPC, to hold 
up speedy action on the matter." 
A hearing Is to be held Monday 


on the request of the Texans for 


experts for the house ways ai 
means committee.

Less Oil Revenue— 
Texas Treasury Faces Short Rations 


AUSTIN 
,Tex., Dec. 
Texas' money-hungry treasury to- 
day faced even shorter January ra- 
tions from oil production revenue. 


The railroad commission yester- 
day ordered a January cutback of 
83,373 barrels dally from December 
crude oil production allowables- 
toppling production and resulting 
state revenues for the second con- 
secutive month. 


It quickly brought suggestions 
from other sources on problems of 
revenue 
and 
taxation facing a 
special session of the legislature 
next month. 


The commission's order will per- 
mit 2,050,948 barrels of crude oil 
and an additional 281,173 barrels 
of natural gasoline and distillate 
to flow daily. Cut In the present 
crude allowable of 2,134,321 barrels 
(as of Dec. 10) was accomplished 
by ordering production In all fields 
shutdown an extra day in January. 


That will permit the Bait Texai 


\\ 


field to operate 15 days and all oth- 
er fields to operate 17 days next 
month. 


Commissioner Ernest O. Thomp- 
son said the reduction was com- 
pelled by accumulation of Texas 
oil in above-ground storage, 
"Last 
week 
Texas oil stocks 
above ground Increased 1,036,000 
barrels and since Oct. 29 Texas 
crude in storage above ground In- 
creased by 5.264,000 barrels," 
he 
said. "Every requirement for oil 
is being met." 
Talk of a sales tax instead of re- 
lying on oil to meet Increased state 
revenue demands had stirred yes- 
terday's/statewide proratlon hear- 
ing. Oilman H. P. Nichols of Ty- 
ler told the commission that the 
depressed oil market could no long- 
er pay the Increases In tho state's 
grocery bill, He suggested that the 
.sales tax alternative now faces the 
state. 
Gov. Allan Shivers stamped that 
idea with terse comment: "I'm 


personally against a sales tax." 
Two members of the legislature 
later had suggestions to offer' 
Said Rep., Vernon McDanlel of 
Wichita Falls: cut five or six mtl- 
lon dollars out of the department- 
al bill and go on deficit financing 
(red Ink) for 17 million 
dollars 
with no tax bill. 
He suggested that the next reg- 
ular legislature should delve Into 
and overhaul the state's whole tax 
structure In 
line 
with 
present 
needs. 
"If we could do this, about five 
out of every six people In the state 
would be happy, according to the 
way they voted on proposed con- 
stitutional amendments Involving 
taxes In the last election," he said. 
Rep. 
William A. Swindell of 
Commerce suggested that the bud- 
get might be balanced by econo- 
mies resulting from selling unused 
state . lands and centralizing 
all 
state hospitals and special schools 
In one spot,.

Any sharp downturn in cotton 
could be expected to spread to oth- 
er major commodities, partly be- 
cause of the implication that farm- 
ers as a whole are not in favor of 
production controls. 
Agriculture Department officials 
said they were fully aware of those 
economic possibilities. 
Neverthe- 
less, they expressed confidence the 
necessary two-thirds of the farmers 
voting will mark ballots in favor 
of controls. 
This confidence was held despite 
the fact that there have been wide- 
spread farmer complaints about 
the control program. 


Specifically, growers are voting 
on tho proposition of whether they 
favor marketing quotas. 
Under 


quotas, growers would be free to 
sell only that cotton grown on acre- 
ages allotted them. 
Sales from 
excess acres would be subject to 
a penalty of about 15 cents a pound

' —Youth Today Has Much to Endure— 


Prophet of Gloom For Once Spoke 
Message of Hope

Verbal brick-throwing appears to 


be 
one of today's most popular 
pastimes. Everybody seems to be 
complaining about something, Pol- 
iticians^ professors, preachers, and 
writers are all engrossed in crit- 
icism. We all seem to be deathly 
afraid that something of calamit- 
ous nature is about to happen to 
the world, and 
millions of 'poor 


souls fret away the hours in 
a 
melancholy foreboding 
of 
evil 
which may befall them or their 
loved ones, or both. 


A Complaining Generation. 


Why should we cherish 
such 


sentiments? True, we have prob- 
lems to face, and many of them 
are quite serious. We are living 
in an age so fast chancing that 
it makes us 
catch our 
breath 
There are moral 
conditions In 


high places and low which may 
well cause the nation as a whole 
to blush. But why talk of giving 
up?Many regard the Hebrew proph- 
et, Jeremiah, as the prophet of 
gloom: and so he 
was for 
the 
most part, warning his generation 
against 
dangers • which 
finally 


overwhelmed them. 
But in this 


week's Sunday school lesson we 
find Jeremiah taking the side of 
hopefulness. 
He Is sending 
a 
message to the Hebrews who had 
been carried away captive by the 
Babylonians. A wide, barren des- 
ert lies between Jerusalem 
and 
Babylon. Over this Judah had been 
carried In chains, suffering such 
torments as have hardly been 
matched in the atrocities of the 
past war. 
Their hope was now 
gone. But Jeremiah, who for more 
m than a generation had scourged 
n his people with dire prophecy of 
disaster, now becomes the prophet 


I of hope, and this when all the 


other prophets had given up in 
despair. 
Israel Learns a Grim Lesson. 
Perhaps the key word of this un- 


usual prophecy of Jeremiah, la 
"Return." God's mecy will not de- 
sert you, he assures his fellow 
countrymen, just because you are 
in a foreign land and in great 
trouble. God lets His mercy shine 
for every wandering soul, for ev- 
ery faithless nation. The Infinite 
and continuous love of God for 
man is the truth that outshines all 
other truth. Seventy years was a 
long time to face exile, but at the 
end stood God; and they were to 
be assured that wherever faithful 
men find themselves, there is a 
straight road back to fellowship 
with the forgiving Father. 
The Bible not a modern book? 
What can be more modern than 
this eternal message of the com- 
plete reliability of God and His 
promises, and the certainty that 
His ways lead not to darkness but 
to light? Here is a mossage to 
displaced persons fb'aay, whether 
they be war victims languishing 
In European camps, or war-brides 
in this country thinking wistfully 
every day 
of looved ones across 
the water. Here is a message to 
the veteran and his wife who 
ma/ried in the brightness 
of 


youthful hope and now find, after 
all the secrifices of war that they 
must live with relatives Instead of 
having a home of their own. 
God'g Love Sure. 
Here is the message: 
Separa- 


tion and strengeness are hard to 
endure. To us, as to the exiles of 
Babylon, Jeremiah says, 
"Make 


the best of It. Utopia is where 
the brave hearted are. And re- 
member, that God Is still In con- 
trol of you and of World affairs. 
And remember also that He stands 
at the end of the road suffused 
with light. 
In Him and 
Him 
alone abides the hope of & better 
day." 


Jeremiah told his friends that 
the 
only way they could 'make 


their' exile endurable was by mak- 
ing themselves agreeable and help- 
ful amid their new surroundings. 
Here is a counsel for the millions 
of people who find themselves liv- 
ing in new places, surrounded by 
strangers. "Seek the peace of the 
city," says the old prophet, "whith 
-er I have caused you to be car- 
ried away....and pray unto the 
Lord for it; for In the peace there- 
of 
shall you have your peace." 


Translated into 
modern terms 
this means "If you are in a new. 
place and lonely, try taking an In- 
terest in community affairs. You 
have to live there; live In a spir- 


it of blg-heartedness. Don't com- 
plain about your neighbors and 
your surroundings; pray for them. 
Things will brighten up. God Is 
there as He Is everywhere. He 
can bring light out of your dark- 
ness If you will let Him." 
Message to Whole World. 


And He can bring light out of 
our world affairs If we will lot 
Him. 
If mankind has any wis- 
dom at all adequate for the occa- 
sion It will learn from 
history 
and from the word of God that 
patience is part of proogress; that 
a dark today may be only the 
background of a bright tomorrow. 
God's plans are largo and long. 
Without faith in tho future, we 
have no faith at all. 
Said the 


poet, F. \y. Faber: 


"Thrice blest >s he to whom is 


given 
The Instinct that can tell, 
That God is in the field, when 
He 
Is most Invisible." 


It needs no alth to walk by 
sight; our test comes when we 
cannot see, but only believe.

000,000 in the operation of 
medical services for 
the 


armed forces, at the same 
time improving the efficien- 
cy of these services, is seen 
by Dr. L. Moiling, director 
of defense medical studies. 
This is to be done chiefly by 
merging transportation ser- 
vices,

Roses, strong and hardy as they 


are, need winter protection in cli- 
mates where there Is alternate 
freezing and thawing. 
The Idea 


Is to keep the plant temperature 
consistently above 
the danger 
point. 


In the case of hybrid tea and 
florabunda roses, prune the canes 
to 18 or 20 Inches after the leaves 
have dropped. Soak plants and 
surrounding sol] with a fungicide, 
then mound soil about eight Inches 
hip. around the base of 
each 
plant. 
After 
the 
ground has 


frozen, protect the tops with 
a 
blanket of leaves, straw, ever- 
green boughs or similar material. 


Climbing iroses should be secure- 


ly anchored t1- supports to pre- 
vent whipping by the wind If they

zero, climbers should be removed 
from supports, laid on the ground 
and covered with soli and layers 
of straw.

What Is Cotton Acreage Dispute 
About? Simplified Answer Given 
By WttTJAM O BARNARD 
Ascoctated Press Staff 
| 
This Is for city gnys ifrho may 
be wondering what 
this 
cotton 
acreage allotment fuss Js about. 
Point number one: The govern- 
ment has set the number of acres 
that can be planted In cotton next 
year In order to regulate produc- 
tion and avoid a cotton surplus. 
This year, practically every Tex- 
as farmer and his uncle planted 
cotton. They, put 10,400,000 acres 
In cotton. That's more than a mil- 
lion acres more than were planted 
In 1948. 
But this big 1949 acreage was 
not Included In setting up the* 1950 
acreage allotments. Instead, the 
1950 allotments were based on the 
average 
acrcuge ' for the 'years 


1948, 1947 and 1948. 
Compared to 1949, these were not 
good cotton years. 
• 
"In 1946, 1947 and 1948, many 
farmers were still growing 'war 
crops' such as grain, flax and pea- 
nuts, thus reducing their cotton 
acreage," Louis Pranke of the Tex- 
as A&M College Extension Service 
explains. 


< The government had asked that 
the "war crops" be grown. 
But 
farmers who grew peanuts Instead 
of cotton In 1946, .1947 and 1948 
are now being penalized by the 
1950 
cotton allotments. The pea- 
nut acreage Isn't credited'In mak- 
ing up next year's cotton allot- 
ment. So the Vwar crop" growers 
finds his slimmer cotton acreage 
for 1946, 1947 and 1948 used as the 
basis for computing the amount of 
cotton he can grow In 1950. That's 
one very sore point. 
In 1946 the state's cotton acre- 
age was only 6,283,000 acres. 
In 
1947, the acreage reached C.428.- 
000. In 1948 It climbed to 9,200,000. 
"The average of those 
three 
years—the years upon which the 
1950 
acreage allotment Is based— 
Is 7,969,668 acres for the state as 
a whole," said Franke. "But oth- 
er factors entered into the compu- 
tation. And actually, Texas allot- 
ment for 1950 ts 7,637,000 acres." 
So that means only 7.637,000 cot- 
ton acres in Texas for 1950 as com- 
pared with 10,400,000 acres In 1949. 


That's another sore point. 
Here are a couple more: 
1. A farmer who decides not to 
plant cotton In 1950 can't refuse 
an allotment or release his allot- 
ment for distribution to some other 
farmer in his county. / 
2. No farm's' allotment can be 
more than the' acreage of cotton 
planted 
In any one of the three 
years—1948, 1947 and 1948. Consid- 
ering the trend In those years to 
war crops, the cotton acreage on 
some farms wasjnlghtly thin.
